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LIBRARY  POLICY — OVERDUE  MATERIALS 
FROM  THE  STATE  LAW  LIBRARIAN 


We  would  like  to  elicit  your  understanding  and  support  of  the  Lav 
Library's  overdue  materials  policy.  As  a  state  agency,  we  have 
limited  resources  which  may  well  be  reduced  further  in  the  coming 
months.  We  already  have  sustained  a  12  percent  cut  in  our  total 
program  authorization  this  year. 

A  diminished  book  budget  results  in  three  areas  of  concern  for 
collection  development  and  management:  1)  duplicate  copies  of 
frequently  used  materials  cannot  be  purchased;  2)  fewer  titles 
within  subject  areas  are  selected;  and  3)  materials  that  have 
been  lost,  stolen,  or  damaged  cannot  be  replaced.  Keep  in  mind 
that  this  library  is  the  only  lending  law  library  for  the  entire 
state  of  Montana.  Our  collection  is  very  popular,  and  our  goal 
is  to  keep  it  that  way.  We  have  no  desire  to  see  the  books  on 
the  shelves;  however,  if  patrons  have  to  wait  months  for  the 
materials  they  need,  they  will  lose  faith  in  our  ability  to  pro- 
vide them  with  equal  access  to  information. 

Books  circulate  for  four  weeks.  One  renewal  will  be  made  if  the 
book  does  not  have  a  reserve  placed  on  it.  Please  give  us  the 
courtesy  of  responding  to  the  first  overdue  notice.  If  you  think 
you  have  returned  the  book,  tell  us,  and  we  will  see  if  it  may 
have  been  misshelved.  Please  note;  patrons  who  have  already 
received  two  overdue  notices  for  a  book  will  not  be  permitted 
to  check  out  additional  materials  until  the  book  is  returned. 

Our  circulation  staff  does  not  have  an  automated  system  to  help 
them  manage  the  collection.  Check-out  cards  are  reviewed 
manually  each  week,  and  the  shelves  are  double-checked  before 
overdue  notices  are  sent.  This  is  a  labor  intensive  operation, 
and  every  hour  that  has  to  be  spent  in  reminding  patrons  to  return 
materials  is  an  hour  that  cannot  be  spent  doing  something 
productive  and  creative. 

Help  us  to  help  you  more  efficiently  and  effectively  by  returning 
your  materials  on  time.  If  you  really  want  to  read  that 
treatise  on  securities  law  for  a  third  time,  call  us  and  renew  it 
for  another  four  weeks.  Better  yet,  why  not  copy  the  chapter  you 
don't  understand,  the  forms  you  need,  or  the  annotations  you  want 
to  check?  Return  the  book  so  that  your  opposing  counsel  will 
have  equal  time!
